The mayor received a proposition from a fire 


apparatus agency that they would furnish the 
hook and ladder .truck for $950 in cash pay 
ments. 


An act from Geo. H. Hand was laid before 
the council relative to the building of a sooool 
house. The import of the act was as follojre: 
The city of Bismarck is hereby authorized and 
empowered to erect, construct and furnish with- 
in the corporate limits of tbe city a school house 
not to cost in the aggregate more than $25 000; 
that the said city of Bismarck be empowered 
and authorized to issue bonds of one hnadrel 
dollars ($10u) each for the purpose of building 
and furnishing said school house. These bonds 
shall bear interest from the date of issue, not 
exceeding eigat per cent per annum, interest 
payable semi-annnally on the first days of July 
and January of each year. Said b.mds shall 
have coupons attached which shall be fixed so as 
to have the last coupon fall due the the same 
time as the bond. The said coupons shall be 
signed by tbe mayor and city clerk and shall 
have the seal of the city affixed and the mayor 
and council shall have alHhe needful authority 
to levy taxes from time to time, not to exceed 
one per cent of the taxabl i property, in addition 
to the tax allowed by law in order to cany ont 
the provisions of this act James W. Raymond 
G. H. Eairchild, Thomas VanEtten, J. A. Em- 
monsahd J. p. Dann are hereby appointed 
commissioners for said purpose. Said commis- 
sioners 'shall cause plans and specifications to be 
prepared and shall select a site to place the bu'd- 
ingon. Said building shall be completed by 
Septembei 1st, 1884. The commissioners shall 
have the power to let the contract for the build- 
ing to the lowest bidder. Nothing in this act 
shall be construed to authorize the issuing of 
such bonds unless a majority of th*- legal voters 
of the city nhall, at a special election to be held 
in the said city on the first Tuesday of April 
1883, vote in favor thereof. 
'

The ice which had been lying quiescent 
on its surface for several d ys past broke loose 
again suddenly last evening ard was swept im- 
petuously past tbe town^habing the Main street 
bridge from end to end and threatening to tear 
it away from its piers. But about nine o'clock 
the tide snt sided This morning tbe ice began 
runnir g again, and at noon a crowd coll cted on 
the banks to witness the demolition of the 
bridge. They were, however, happilv doomed 
to disappointment. The structure creaked and 
swayed back and forth as the fixating fit-Ids of 
ice struck it. or scraped against its timbers, but 
it was too strongly pnl together to be destroyed. 
Daring the afternoon Major Logan with a party 
of soldiers from Port Keogh, tore np the flooring 
of the bridge, opening tbe ma n span foe the 
passage of the ice. At the present writing there 
is a considerable body of ice blocked in the 
channel of the river, bnt as the current of tbe 
stream appeals to ran with its accustomed ve- 
locity, there seems to be little re ison to appre- 
hend any overflow. If such should occur, it 
would not be likely to cause damage in the 
town, beyond flooding the lower districts in the 
direction of the sawmill Mr. Bonther and

In a short time, another 
smack arrived. Fifteen of the Navarre's men 
endeavored to reach her in another boat, but it 
swamped, and all were drowned.

EDITORIAL COBKEBFONDEXCE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—Now, 


that the smoke is clearing off after the 
battie, one can look around and consider 
the results gained for Dakota during the 
session of congress just closed. 


In my opinion, Dakota was never more 


faithfully represented than it has been 
during the past two years by Delegate 
Pettigrew. 
This opinion is not based 


on the results in the struggles for petty 
offices, fo be filled by presidential appoint- 
ments, but by substantial results for Da- 
kota. 


The most 
important thing accom- 


plished, requiring a keen appreciation of 
the situation and persistent effort, was 
the opening of the Turtle Mountain In- 
dian reservation, embracing a country 
nearly half as large as the state of Ohio 
—one of the best sections of agricultural 
land 4a the United States—a tract of 
country extending from Nhe east side of 
the Turtle mountains wesTto White Earth 
river, and from the south side of Devil's 
Lake to the Canadian line—in all, about 
nine million acres. 
An attempt was 


made in 188dtoopen this country to set- 
tlement, but it ,was then decided that it 
was Indian country, and belonged to the 
Chippewa Indians, and that it would 
require a treaty, involving a large expen- 
diture of money to open it. Mr. Petti- 
grew heJd to a different view, and filed in 
the interior department an opinion that 
this country belonged originally to the 
Sioux, and was covered by the treaty ol 
1868, icciting the histoiy 
of Indian 


treaties since the foundation of the gov- 
einment. He also made an oral argument 
sustaining his position, accompanying his 
application for the revocation of the order 
withdrawing this country from settlement. 


Bat for the division 
scheme it would have been possible to 
secure the creation of the new judicial 
districts and the increase of membership 
of the legislature. Mr. Pettigrew worked 
faithfully for divison and for the ad mis- 
sion of the south half as a state, although 
he saw early .in the session last winter that 
to posh the scheme tor the admission 
of south DaKota would defeat division, 
and so informed the "visiting statesmen" 
from Tanktoo and Deadwood, whereupon 
some ot them took their hats and left 
and did not call upon him again during 
the session. Dakota has come to be known 
and- its resources and rapid development 
understood through the prominence given 
the subject of admission and division, and 
great good has resulted therefrom. Da* 
kota could have been divided had admiss 
sionnot been pushed—it could have been 
admitted had it not been for the hope that 
it couud and would be divided—but the 
time for division has surely gone by. It 
will never be accomplished and to push 
tha scheme longer will surely result in 
loss of opportunity to gain advantage for 
Dakota through admission. 


The survey and improvement of the 


Missouri will also secure due considera- 
tion. An appropriation for a survey was 
secured and the work of surveying was 
begun last summer and completed from 
Randall to Pierre and will be completed 
this year to Bismarck. The improvement 
of the river will follow. This could not be 
done until after a survey and estimates by 
competent engineers. Forty 
thousand 


dollars was secured for this purpose. 


Among the smaller appropriations se- 


cured was $4,000 for a re-survey of the Sis- 
seton reservation, and $5,000 for a wagon 
road from Yanklon to Kandall.

The Indian department decided against 
him.

was originally Sioux country, and was 
not occupied by the Chippewas until 
1863; and thus was opened to settlement 
this important section of country two 
years eailier than it could have been done 
had an act for a treaty and the ratfication 
of that treaty been held to have been 
necessary. 


Steps were immediately taken for the 


establishment of a land district in this 
country, and as a result a district was 
form d,embracing the counties of Ram- 
sey. Cavalier, DeSrnet, Rolelte, Bouineau 
and Me Henry, and an office will be opened 
early this spring, on the north shores of 
Devil's 
Lake.

did excellent service in opening a strip 
of country about sixty miles wide and 
200 miles long, extending from Pierre to 
the Black Hills, and another1 strip sixty- 
miles wide by 150 miles long, extending 
from tie Black Hills to the northern 
boundary of Ihe Sioux reservation, in all 
17,800 square miles—as large as the states 
of Connecticut and Massachusetts.

While the citizens of Bismarck 
are 


alive to their interests, and know that in 
order to build up a great wholesale and 
distributing pomt it is necessary to be- 
come a railroad center, yet such move- 
ment should not be looked upon as hes- 
tiJe to the intetests of the North Pacific 
railroad.

POPULATION. 


The Growth of France, the Smallest 


of any Nation in Christendom.

The non-increase of the population in Franco 


is a startling fact to any student of social 
science. A report recently made to the presi- 
dent by the minister of the interior touching 
the census of the republic shows that the 
population in the fifty years from 1831 to 1881 
has increased only 5,102,835, the population in 
1831 having been 32,569,22a 
During that 


period the population of Great Britain has in- 
creased 18,00(3,000. In five years ending in 
1880 Germany haa inevmsed almost as much 
as France in fifty ye»m. 
The yearly in- 


crease in the ivannos countries is tabu- 
lated as follows/: Fraao* (ajverage for last 
fifty years), 35$89; Great Britain (average 
for last five yeate), 340.118; Germany (average 
Tor last five ye&rs), 493,360? United States of 
America (average for last ten 3 ears), 1,155,448. 
When these figures are submitted to analysis 
it appears still worse for Fran< e. If the yearly 
increase of 10,000 of the inhat itants be prop- 
erly calculated we have the following results: 
Average increase for every 10,(00 inhabitants— 
France, 26: Great Britain, 101 Germany, 115: 
United States, 260. These fi jures mean that 
for every 10.00Q inhabitants to France there 
will exist but 10,026 at the ind of one year, 
while in the United States

From her father she inherited poetic temper- 


ament, love of nature and of dumb creatures. 
From her mother she inherited her interest in 
public affairs, her passion for justice, her de- 
votion to truth and duty, as she saw it, her 
clear perceptions and sturdy common-sense. 


Alice wrote, studied and published for ton 


long years, often discouraged and despondent, 
yet never despairing.

criticisms pasaed on her early poems was that 
they were full of graves " Remembering the 
bereaved and lonely girl,whose daily walk end- 
ed at the tomb on the hillside, where her mother 
and sisters slept, how could her early song es- 
cape the shadow of death and the vibration of 
sorrow? 


Her first literary adventure appeared in The

went to New York, where they remained and 
worked. 


Soon after she published the first aeries of 


•Clovernook Papers." They were full of the 
freshness and fragrance of her native fields;

where that room could be found. And there 
was tobacco, and tobacco everywhere. One 
thing, there were no flies. The smoke killed 
them, ttnd I am now surprised the smoke did 
not kill me, too. Twain 'would not let a ser- 
vant come into his room. He would strip 
dowp his suspenders (his coat and vest, of 
course, being off) and walk back and forward 
in slippers hi his little room and swear and 
smoke the whole day long. 
Of comse, at 


times he would work, and when he did work 
it was like a steam engine at full head. I do 
believe that if Clemens had not been, under 
contract to write for the Hartford firm his "In- 
nocents Abroad," he never would have done it 
Of course at that time, Townsend, Stillson, 
Bdey and myself never thought Twain's boo$ 
would amount to anything, and probably he 
did not tnink it would either, but he was writ- 
ing for the money his naked manuscript would 
bring from his Hartford publishers. 
He 


needed thit money and so he wrote. He is 
glad he did write now, for that "Innocents 
Abroad," written in that little back-room on 
Indiana avenue, in Washington, has been the 
making of the fame and fortune of Mark 
Twain.

The Czar's Reforms.

Cjbe hears so much of nihilism in connection 


with the Russian government that little ac- 
count is taken of the vital reforms which the 
czar is really trying to bring about. When 
serfdom was abolished the land was given to 
the freedman under a government mortgaga 
They were charged six per cent, interest, and 
were expected to free their holdings within a 
certain number of years. Except in a few in- 
stances, the enfranchised landholders have 
not been able able to meet their engage- 
ments, and have fallen 
into the hands 


of 
usurious money-lenders, 
who 
keep 


them • in 
abject 
poverty. 
The 
inten.se 
hatred of the Jews by the .Russian peasants is 
attributaMp in great part to the fact that so 
many Hebrews ate among those who have 
profited by the misery of the Russian laboreis. 
The three great reforms <Jf the czar are, first, 
the surrendering of the mouey payment of the 
government for the usf> of the land This 
weut into effect the beginning of the pres- 
ent year; but, of course, it 
wall 
take 


time for, the 
good 
results 
of 
this 
measure to be experienced. 
The 
next 


reform is one of which equal difficulty will be 
experienced in carrying out. To save the peo 
pie from the usurers the government is about 
to organize banks to loan money to agi;icultur- 
isis at the lowest possible interest It is this 
well intended measure which haa closed die 
money market of Europe against Russia. In 
all human probability Alexander will fail in 
carrying out this well-meant measure. The 
third of his reforms is the rescinding of the 
poll tax, which pressed heavily npou the poor. 
In its place he substituted a graduated income 
tax, rising from 5 per cent, in thOxioweat tax- 
able incomes to 50 per cent, on the highest; the 
object of the autocrat being to discourage ac- 
cumulations of wealth in a tew hands, and dis- 
tribute it among the poorer population. The 
greatest communist of the day is the czar of all 
the Russias. This is why the nihilists have 
the warm sympathies of the noblea and very 
wealthy. The outcome of all this will be 
watched with great interest by all who, while 
they distrust communistic legislation, won J 
not object to see it tried in any country save 
their own.

Do you suppose ttiat Lydgate, in 
"Middlemwch," could ever be the same man 
he might have been had he married a woman 
like Dorothea, instead of a woman like Rosa- 
mond? Could one be associated daily and 
nightly with Becky Sharpe aud escape ner in- 
fluence if, in any benao.however unworthy, one 
loved her?

But grant that the mistake has been made— 
thut Lydgate has married Rosamond, or that 
•ome white-souled lily of a woman has blindly 
married a man wuo.is of the earth earthy, and 
to whom what she calls honor a a jest—what 
then? 


The one only character which any of us can 
surely calculate on controlling or affecting ia 
our own; and since the most important thing 
on earth is character—not reputation, but char- 
acter; not what is said of us, but what we are— 
we have no right to throw down its defenses 
for whatever cause. 


"To-thine own self be true, 


And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any ma»." 
Peace is'dear indeed; and une would fain sit 


tranquilly among the household gods, what- 
ever wild winds may blow outside—but there 
is something still better aud higher than peace. 
If, as I believe, the life we live here is but or* 
chapter in the BOUI'B history, what peace for 
pleasantness, even of marriage, can make up 
for the degradation of this immortal part of us, 
whose highest aspiration is to "go on, and not 
to die?" No gain,,in marriage o9out of it, can

But in this view of things there is one danger 
of which we should take account Let us be- 
ware" of mental or spiritual self-conceit—of 
thinking ourselves better than another, because 
we are different—fancying ourselves higher i.nd 
purer than we really are. Before we persuad* 
ourselves that wife or husband is a clod of tiie 
valley, "the grossness of whose mature shall 
have weight to drag us down," would it not be 
well to be quite sure where we ourselves etand 
—whether the divergence which seems to us 
•o formidable is really of principle or only of 
taste—whether the selfishness we condemn 
has not been detected through the alchemy of 
a cirresponding selfishness in ourselves— 
whether our real desire is that right should 
triumph, or that we should have our own 
way? 


Sacrifice of justice and honor and loyal'y— 
of what is highest and best in us—can never be 
right; but there is scarcely any form of mere 
self-sacrifice which may not be blest abund- 
antly, nor is the human soul degraded by 
trrily loving even the unworthy. To love e vil 
itself is one thing—to love the victims of evil 
is quite another. One of 'the best women I 
ever knew once saidio me: "What a poor thing 
it is that we, so full of imperfection ourselves,1*^ 
should feel injured and resentful when we 
find imperfections in those we love; as if love 
itself were not its own exceeding great reward, 
and as if the human soul were not ennobled 
and enriched by its own love, however needy 
and deficient might be the- object on whora 
this love is bestowed."

George Alfred Townsend contributes to Th» 


Cincinnati Enquirer an interview with a son of 
a fhend of Morse, the inventor of the tele- 
graph. Morse's profession was that of a por- 
trait painter, and he suffered most of the time 
from abject poverty: 


"Well," said I, "it is a little queer that a poor, 


struggling painter should make the telegraph, 
and forty years afterward a poor newsboy 
malie the greatest improvement upon it the 
present centurj, dud invent the telephone and 
the electric light" 


"To continue," said my friend, "-it was on the 


packet ship sa-ling home from Europa in 1833 
that Morse leaped to the idea of the telegraph. 
Ha said that it came to him at the dinner tafaje, 
and! took possession of his mind as pervadingly 
as if he had received an electric shock. He 
eecajme so much exercised from a thought that* 
he had incidentally expressed that he went on 
deck in mid-ocean. Lightning and electricity 
tad Jong been known as one and the same, but 
Morse's idea was that he would transmit intel- 
ligence and record it at a distance. It is 
that he had remarked at the table a few 
utes 'before: 'If the presence of electricity 
cotuu(be visible in any part of the circuit, I 
think there is no reason why intelligence can 
not^be transmitted instantaneously by electric- v 
ity.'

Ole Bull was born lA Bergen, in Norway, 


«ne of the most picture ique cities • of northern 
Europe, in 1810, being the oldest of a famfly of 
ten children. His connections on both sides 
were of high social jioaition, and many of 
them were noted for thoir rare musical gifta 
Once" a week in his f at heir's household there 
was a "quartette evenin 5," and when not more 
than three years old Ok would creep from his 
bed into the room and lide behind the curtains 
or under the sofa to lis «n to the instruments 
and singing. Puniahmont and sending back to 
"bed had no effect, and at length he was al- 
lowed to stay up and take silent part in the 
performance. 


His first instructor n music -was a Dane 


named Paulson, a man ihoronghly qualified in 
his profession, but give i to drink. At one of 
the weekly quartettes Paulsen imbibed so 
freely that he was unal la to play. In this un- 
fortunate dilemma Ole was half-jokingly told 
to take his place, and t! le violin was placed in 
bis hand, with the promise of a stick of candy 
after the performance. Ole accepted the com- 
mand in earnest A qui irtette of Pleyel which 
he had heard several limes was chosen, and 
his memory served him faithfully. To the as- 
tonishment of all he played each movement 
correctly. He not only executed the difficult 
passages, but marked the rests. It was a won- 
derful triumph for the 8-year-old boy. H« 
was made at once an active member of the 
club. Soon after he became the owner of a. 
little red violin, ka slept in the name room 
with his parents, and JhJB night of ita purchase 
he could not sleep for thinking of it 
After all 
was quiet hi the house he crept out of bed and 
into the next room where the instrument had 
been deposited. But let him tell his own 
story: 


"When I heard father and mother breathing 


deep, I rose softly and lighted a candle, and in 
my night clothes did go on tip-toe to open the 
£ase and take one little peep. The violin was 
Bo ed, ana the pretty pearl screws did smile at 
me so! I pinched the string a little with my 
fingers. It smiled at me ever more and more 
I took up the bow and looked at it It said to 
me it would be pleasant to try it, across the 
Bt^^-^° ? ^ try it, Just a very,very little, 
and it did sing to me so sweetly! Then I 
did creep f - - '.her away from, the bedroom. At 
first I did piay very soft I made very, very 
little noise. But presently I did begin a cap- 
riccio which I like ve;

ever louder and louder; and I forgot that it was 
midnight and that everybody was asleep. 
Presently I hear something go crack! and the 
next minute I feel my father's whip across my 
shoulders. My little red violin dropped on the 
floor and was broken. I weep much for it, but 
it did no good. They did have a doctor to it 
next day, but it never recovered its health." 
- In 1831, when he was 31 years ol-J. he went 
to Pans to pursue his musical studies, but his 
money soon gave out, and he had no means of 
replenishing his purse. He was unknown HU a. 
musician, he could not even teach, and he was 
at last reduced to the very verge of starvation. 
The tide turned at last, however, and by a. 
series of curious accidents he was enabled to 
gain a hearing before some rich and powerful 
connoisseurs in music. After a successful con- 
cert tour through Italy he devoted 'himself to 
study with an intensity which wrecked his 
health. Visiting Bologna he won in^themoat 
extraordinary way the great celebrity which 
followed him ever afterward. It seems that at 
the hme of his stay in Bologna, MaUbran and 
Be Benot were both there, and were advertised 
to appear. The two had a violent quarrel,

TEE SEWING MACHINE 


Has Few Worlds l«eft tor it to COR. 
qner. 


Sewing Machine Journal. 
>, 


There are few conquests left for the sewing 


machine of the future to make in the line of 
variety. So various have been the uses to 
which our present machines have been adapt- 
ed that little is left the hand needle to da 
There are machines to sew the heaviest leather, 
and others to stitch the finest gauze lace. Ma- 
chines make button holes and eyelet holes su- 
perior to the best hand work, and at a speed 
that would asphyxiate an ordinary seamstress; 
while buttons are sewed on by modern afftach- 
mento faster, in both senses, than, can possibly 
be done by the needle with the "eye ii the 
other end." There are overseam machines 
that sew carpets, others for glove work, and 
similar ones for fur sewing, and these leave a 
aeam that flattens out neatly, and the stitch- 
ing is as smooth and regular as can be desired 
by the most exacting. Other machines sew 
books and pamphlets, while still others, with 
wire for thread, sew brooms and brushes. 
Sewing machines with the ehuttle'concealed in 
the end of a long and slender arm se\y the 
soles on shoes and boots with a speed and 
rapidity that make two pair cost less than one 
pair would otherwise cost while outlasting 
four pair of tho old-fashioned ready-made 
foot gear. 


Dash machines will sew around the*dash of 


a carriage almost in the twinkling of an eve, 
and such is their capacity that they will stitel: 
to the center of an eight-foot circle. Writing 
and embroidery of various kinds may be done 
on almost any of our modern machines with- 
out any attachment, and some of them wil 
darn and patch in a manner to delight tirec 
mothers of a houseful of romping boys. Two 
or more parallel rows of stitching may be done 
on the twin—there may be a triplet—needle 
machine; and one of the latest achievements ol 
thia-machine is to sew the flat seam in flour 
bolt cloth, a 
feat until recently con- 
sidered 
impossible. 
Cordage is 
sewed 


by machine and so is straw braid for hats 
and bonnets. 
The scope of tho sewing- 


machine seems limited "only by the variety ol 
work tha needs of mankind—and womankind— 
may demand. The sewing-machine inventor, 
as a plasa, may soon have to sit down, as die 
Alexander, and cry because there are no more 
worlds to conquer. He will doubtless regrei 
that he was not born a little earlier hi the 
sewing-machine age, before all the great in- 
ventions had been studied out and perfected. 
There is little left for him to do except in the 
direction of perfecting the present machines 
and cheapening their production. But even 
here he will find ample and profitable work for 
•uventive genius and mechanical skill.

but must be taken prisoner, to be held as 
9hostage. This was sooi^ known to ail 
the Indians, and they surrounded duster 
and his few surviving followers, com- 
pletely hemming them in. 


After all of bis men had fallen, he 


lemained upon the field alone, shooting 
down his foes ,on every side, until his 
revolvers weie empty, and then with his 
sabre was attempting to cut his way out. 
At this point, oue of the Indians dis- 
mounted and taught Ouster's horse by 
the bit, and others made a rush for him. 
Just as he had seized, a boy, a young 
Brule, shot him through the heart, and he 
fell ftom his horse and died. 


The young buck was instantly killed

It was then discoveied that 
the soldier wasi Ouster, and he was laid 
upon his back, his limbs straightened out 
and a buffalo robe spread over him, and 
thus they left him.
